Prospective  visitors  to  the  park,  except  thooe 
contemplating  camping  with  their  own  outfits  in  the  free  public 
camping  grounds,  are  warned,  therefore,  against  undertaking  the 
trip  during  that  period  without  having  applied  in  advance  for  reser* 
vations  and  having  received  confirmation  of  same.

Sierra,  camping  out  may  be  enjoyed  under  most  ideal  coduiitions. 
The  Yosemite  Tran^portatiaiib  Bi|Uftl»ii»  an  outfitting  station 

in  Yosemite  Valley  for  independent  camping  tours  into  the  high 
Saountains. 

Yosemite  Valley  smd  its  immediate  siiifroandings  are  but  a 
my  amdl  portion  of  the  park.  Far  ahdd  in  the  higher  mmxntaifi^ 
ate  splendid  forests,  beautiful  lakes,  and  streauis  where  excellent 

oamintng  places  md  trout  fiahii^  ms^j  ba  found.  Many  lug^dd 
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peaks  of  the  High  Sierra  command  magnificent  views  fthd  invite  the 
mountaiD  climber,  wiule  trails  lead  in  all  directions  to  points  of  inteiest 
and  beauty. 

The  matter  of  proper  clothing  and  personal  effects  is  an  important 
one,  as  the  lack  of  necessities  tends  to  discomfort,  while  the  common 
mistf^e  of  bringing  too  many  or  unnecessary  articles  proves  a  serious 
annoyance  and  often  robs  an  outing  of  much  of  its  pleasure.  Hie 
following  list  is  suggested  as  being  suitable  for  a  month's  trip: 

2  suits  medium- weight  underwear. 

2  woolen  and  1  cotton  shirt  (or  waists). 

6  pairs  socks  or  stockings  (medium  to  heavy). 

1  old  business  suit  or  outing  suit,  or  skirt  of  khaki,  corduroy,  or  whip- 
cord. 

1  extra  pair  tfoxmmf  ri^ng  braeol^ 
1  sweater. 

1  pur  flannelette  pajamas. 

1  pair  stout  walking  shoes  with  puttees  or  leggings  (or  boots,  if  pre- 
ferred) . 

1  pair  comfortable  light  shoes  for  camp. 

1  soft  felt  or  cloth  hat  with  fairly  wide  brim. 

1  pair  gloves  or  gauntlets. 

2  bandannas  and  3  khaki  handkerchiefs.  . 

Very  light-weight  raincoat  for  possible  storm  and  bathing  suit  8xe 
sometimes  desirable. 

Sundry  artieles  which  will  be  found  useful  are  toilet  article  (^sen- 
tiai  ones  only),  tinted  glasses,  adhesive  tape,  small  electric  flash 
lamp,  map,  compass,  matches,  knife,  fishing  tackie,  and  fishing 
license,  and  camera  and  plenty  of  films. 

The  prospective  camper  may  be  fully  equipped  after  arrival  in 
Yosemite  Valley.  Tents,  bedding,  cooldng  utensils,  outing  clothes, 
fishing  tacMe — in  fact,  everything  essential  to  camping — ^may  be 
purchased  or  rented  from  the  camping-tours  department  of  the 
Yosemite  Transportation  System  in  Yosemite  Valley  at  reasonable 
rates  r^olated  by  ike  Nati<mal  Park  Swrice*  Firovisions  may  be 
obtained  at  the  Yosemite  stores. 

Saddle  and  pack  animals  may  be  secured  and  the  necessary  guide 
service  obtained  for  camping  tours  from  the  Yosemite  Transportaiicm 
System  at  Yosemite  Valley,  at  the  foUowing  rates :

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


(Approved  March  5,  1926,  to  continue  in  force  and  effect  until  otherwise 

diiqcted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interioi^ 

GENERAL  SPECULATIONS 

following  rules  and  r^fdations  for  the  government  of  the 

Yosemite  National  Park  are  hereby  established  and  made  public  pur- 
'  suant  to  authority  conferred  by  the  acts  of  Congress  approved 
October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  650),  February  5,  1905  (33  Stat.  702), 
June  11,  1906  (34  Stat.  831),  and  the  act  of  August  25,  1916  (39 
Stat.  535),  as  amended  June  2,  1920  (41  Stat.  732) : 

1.  Pi^ervatwn  of  Thoiural  fBotures  and  euriasities. — The  destruc- 
tion, injury,  defacement,  or  disturbance  in  any  way  of  the  public 
buildings,  signs,  equipment,  or  other  property,  or  the  trees,  flowers, 
T^tation,  rocks,  mineral,  animal,  or  bird,  or  other  life  is  prohibited: 
Provided^  That  flowers  may  be  gathered  in  small  quantities  when,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  superintendent,  their  removal  will  not  impair 
the  beauty  of  the  parik. 

2,  Camping. — In  order  to  preserve  the  natural  scenery  of  the  park 
and  to  provide  pure  water  and  facihties  for  keeping  the  park  clean, 
pormanent  camp  sites  have'been  set  apart  for  tourists  visiting  the 

•  park  in  their  own  conveyances,  and  no  camping  is  permitted  outside 
the  specially  designated  sites.  These  camps  have  been  used  during 
past  seasons;  they  will  be  used  daily  this  year  and  for  many  years  tb 
come.  It  is  necessary,  therefore,  that  the  following  rules  be  strictly 
enforced  for  the  protection  of  the  health  and  conafurt  of  the  tourists 
who  ^sit  the  park  in  their  own  conveyances. 

(a)  Combustible  rubbish  diall  be  burned  on  camp  fires  and  all 
other  garbage  and  refuse  of  all  kinds  shall  be  placed  in  garbage 
CMis,  or,  if  cans  are  not  aviolable,  placed  in  the  pits  provided  at  the 
edge  of  camp.  At  new  or  unfrequented  camps  garbage  shall  be 
burned  or  carried  to  a  place  hidden  from  sight.  Keep  tlie  camp 
grounds  dean. 

(5)  There  are  thousands  of  visitors  every  year  to  each  camp  site 

in  Yosemite  Valley,  and  the  water  in  the  creeks  and  streams  adja- 
cent is  not  always  safe  to  drink.  The  water  supply  provided  is  pure  . 
and  wholesome  and  must  be  used,  if,  however,  the  water  supply  is 
not  piped  to  grounds,  consult  rangers  for  sources  to  use.  Tourists 
out  on  hiking  parties  must  not  contaminate  watersheds  of  water  sup- 
plies. They  are  indicated  by  signs,  pipe  lines,  sad  dams.  There  ii 
Ij^lent]^  of  pure  water;  he  sure  you  get  it. 

(25) 
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(c)  No  camp  shall  be  placed  within  25  feet  of  any  well-defined 
wtA&KOUxmj  water  hydrant,  main  road,  or  neareat  t^t. 

(d)  Campers  and  others  shall  not  wash  clothing  or  cooking  uten- 
sils or  pollute  in  any  Other  manner  the  waters  of  the  park,  or  bathe 
in  any  of  the  streams  near  the  r^ularly  traveled  thoroughfares  ift 
the  park  without  suitable  bathing  clothes. 

ie)  Stock  shall  not  be  tied  so  as  to  permit  their  entering  any  of 
the  streams  of  the  park.  All  animals  shall  be  kept  a  sufficient  dis- 
tance from  camping  grotmds  in  order  not  to  litter  the  ground  and 
make  unfit  for  use  the  area  which  may  be  used  later  as  tent  sites. 

(f)  Wood  for  fuel  only  can  be  taken  from  dead  or  fallen  trees. 

3.  Camping  in  YosemiU  FoKey.— All  campers  in  Yosemite  Valley 
shall  first  report  at  the  office  of  the  superintendent  for  assignment 
to  camping  sites,  and  shall  not  change  camps  without  permission; 
nor  shall  fires  be  lighted  in  Yosemite  Valley,  except  at  camp  sites, 
without  the  express  permission  of  the  superintendent. 

4.  Fires— Yiies  constitute  one  of  the  greatest  perils  to  the  park; 
they  shall  not  be  kindled  near  trees,  dead  wood,  moss,  dry  leaves, 
forest  mold,  or  other  vegetable  refuse,  but  in  some  open  space  on 
rocks  or  earth.  Should  camp  be  made  in  a  locality  where  no  such 
open  space  exists  or  is  provided,  the  dead  wood,  moss,  dry  leaves, 
etc.,  shall  be  scraped  away  to  the  rock  or  earth  over  an  area  con- 
siderably larger  than  that  required  for  the  fire. 

Fires  shall  be  lighted  only  when  necessary  and  when  no  longer 
needed  shall  be  completely  extinguished,  and  all  embers  and  bed. 
smothered  with  eaith  or  water,  so  that  there  remains  no  possibility 
of  reignition. 

EspeckH  care  must  he  taken  that  no  lighted  match,  dga/tj  or  ci^Or 
rette  is  dropped  in  any  grass,  twigs,  leaves,  or  tree  mold. 

5.  HurUing— The  park  is  a  sanctuary. for  wild  hfe  of  every  sort 
and  all  hunting  or  the  killing,  wounding,  frightwiing  or  capturing 
at  any  time  of  any  wild  biid  or  animal,  except  dangerous  anunab, 
when  it  is  necessary  to  prevent  them  from  destroying  human  lives  or 
inflicting  personal  injury  is  prohibited  within  the  limits  of  said  park. 

The  outfits,  including  guns,  traps,  teams,  horses,  or  means  of  trans- 
portation of  every  nature  or  description  used  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons engaged  in  hunting,  kilUng,  trapping,  ensnaring,  or  capturing 
bmis  or  wild  animals  within  the  limits  of  said  park  shall  be  taken 
up  by  the  supermtendent  and  held  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Director 
of  the  National  Park  Service.  Possession  within  said  park  of  the 
dead  bodies  or  any  part  thereof  of  any  wild  bird  or  animal  shall  be 
piima  facie  evidence  that  the  person  or  persons  having  same  are 
guilty  of  violating  this  regulation.  Firearms  are  prohibited  within 
the  park  except  upon  written  permission  of  the  superintendent. 
Visitors  euteriug  or  traveimg  through  the  park  to  places  beyond 
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shall,  at  entrance,  report  and  surrender  all  firearms,  traps,  nets,  seines, 
or  explosives  in  their  possessiaa  to  the  first  purk  49ffic«r,,  and  i&  proper 
eaees  may  obtain  his  written  leave  to  carry  them  through  the  park 
sealed.  Xh»  .Government  assumes  no  responsibility  for  loss  or  dam- 
age to  any  fireanns,  traps,  nets,  sqiims,  or  other  property  so  sur- 
rendered to  any  park  officer,  nor  are  park  ofiEicers  authorized  to  accept 
the  responsibiUty  of  custody  of  any  propert^y  for  the  convenience  of 

visitors.  .  / 

Note. —  The  foregoing  regulation  is  in  effect  a  dMcfuration  of  the 
law  on  this  subject  contained  in  sections  5  and  6  of  the  act  of  Con- 
frtss,  approved  Jme  M,  i^O  (M  ^toL  accepting  cesman  kjf  the 
State  of  California  of  exclusive  jurisdidion  of  t/ite  Imds  embraced 
within  the  Yosemite  National  Parle,  Sequoia  National  Pari,  and 
Gmeral  Gta^i  Notional  Park,  r0$pedivdy,  andfor  other  purposes. 

Thi^  act  hy  its  terms  applies  to  aU  lands  viUHn  sadd  park  whether 
in  public  or  private  ownership. 

6*  Fishmg,—¥es»om  detkiog  to  fish  in  the  waters  of  Yosemite 
National  Park  must  secure  a  sporting  fishing  lio«ise,  as  required  by 
the  laws  of  California.  These  laws  provide  that  every  person  over 
the  age  d  1%  fwm  who  obtains  fish  without  first  taking  out  a  license 
is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  The  license  fee  for  residents  is  SI;  for 
nonresidents,  13.  These  licenses  may  be  obtained  from  any  county 
deskt  from  the  State  board  of  fish  and  gam«  .commissioners,  at  any 
hotel,  lodge,  or  camp  in  the  park,  or  at  the  general  store  in  Yosemite 
Vfllfige.  AU  fishing  mast  be  done  in  conformity  with  the  State  laws 
r^ifding  open  season,  aim  of  fishi  an|4  limit  of  catch,  except  as  oth^- 
wise  defined  in  the  following  paragraph,  I^ahing  with  nets,  ieineB, 
t^aps,  or  by  the  use  of  drugs  or  explosive,  or  in  any  other  way  than 
hook  aftd  line,  or  lor  merchandise  or  profit^  is  prohibited.  Fish- 
ing in  partieulffir  water  may  be  su^ieiided,  or  the  nimaber  of  fish 
that  may  be  taken  by  any  one  person  in  any  one  day  from  the  various 
atr earns  or  lakes  may  be  regulated  by  the  superintendent.  All  fish 
hooked  \m»  than  6  mches  kmg;  abatt  W  eatefully  haiadled  with  mfOMt 
hands  and  returned  at  once  to  the  water,  if  not  seriously  injured, 
fidi  retained  shall  be  killed.  The  limit  for  a  day's  catch  shall  be 
10  Ml.  PcMwesMon  of  nsro  than  ikm  hatil  by  aj^  ond  pets<m  atuM 
be  construed  as  a  violation  of  this  regulation. 

7.  Prwate  opmitions.-^No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  reside 
pmiMmm^y,  engagi&  in  aay  hosmem,  or  erect  baildiags  in  the  park 
without  permission  in  writing  from  the  Director  of  the  Nfttioilal 
Pttk  Service,  Washington,  D.  C.  Applications  for  such  permission 
may  be  addressed  to  the  director  or  to  the  mp&mtekdmt  of  the  parik. 

8.  Cameras.— Still  and  tttotioii  picture  cameras  may  be  fredy  tfsed 
in  the  park  for  general  scenic  purposes.  For  the  filming  of  motion 
picture  requhing  the  use  of  artificial  or  special  settings,  or  involving 
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tbe  performance  of  a  prof6Ssi(mal  east,  permission  must  first  be 

obtained  from  the  superintendent  of  the  park. 

9.  Gambling. — Gambling  in  any  form,  or  tbe  operation  of  gwnUing 
devices,  wbether  for  mercbandise  or  otherwise,  is  prohibited. 

10.  Advertisements. — Priv^ate  notices  or  advertisements  shall  not  be 
posted  or  displayed  within  the  park,  excepting  such  as  the  park 
superintendent  deems  necessary  for  the  eonvenienoe  and  guidance  of 
the  public. 

11.  Mining  claims. — The  location  of  mining  clainis  is  prohibited 
on  Government  Imids  in  the  pai^. 

12.  Patented  lands, — Owners  of  patented  lands  within  the  park 
limits  are  entitled  to  the  full  use  and  enjoyment  thereof;  the  bound- 
aries of  Bueh  lands,  however,  shall  be  determined,  and  marked  and 
defined,  so  that  they  may  be  readily  distinguished  from  the  park 
lands.  While  no  limitations  or  conditions  are  imposed  upon  the 
use  of  private  luids  so  long  as  such  use  does  not  interfere  with  or 
injure  the  park,  private  owners  shall  provide  against  trespass  by 
their  livestock  upon  the  park  lands,  and  all  trespasses  committed 
will  be  punished  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law.  Stock  may  be  taken 
over  the  park  lands  to  patented  private  lands  with  the  written  per- 
mission and  under  the  supermion  of  the  superintendent,  but  such 
paFmksiw  and  supervision  are  not  required  when  access  to  swk 
private  lands  is  had  wholly  over  roaik  or  lands  not  owned  or  con* 
trolled  by  the  United  States. 

13.  Gfimng. — The  running  at  laige,  herding,  or  graadx^  of  live- 
stock of  any  kind  on  tbe  Cbvemment  lands  in  the  park,  as  well  as 
the  driving  of  livestock  over  same,  is  prohibited,  except  where 
authority  tberefor  has  be^  granted  by  tiie  superintendent.  Live- 
stook  found  improperly  on  the  paric  lands  may  be  impounded  and 
held  until  claimed  by  the  owner  and  the  trespass  adjusted. 

14.  Authorized  operators. — ^All  persons,  hrms,  or  corporations 
holding  franehises  in  the  pai^  shall  keep  the  grounds  used  by 
them  properly  policed  and  shall  maintain  the  premises  in  a  sanitary 
condition  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  superintendent.  No  operator 
shall  retain  in  his  employment  a  person  ifdiose  preeenoe  in  the  park 
may  be  deemed  by  the  superint^dent  subversive  of  good  order  md 
management  of  the  park. 

All  operatoi-s  shall  require  eadi  of  their  employees  to  wear  a 
metal  badge,  with  a  number  thereon,  or  other  mark  of  identificatioii, 
the  name  and  the  number  corresponding  therewith,  or  the  identi- 
fication mark^  being  registered  in  the  superintendent's  office.  These 
badges  must  be  wom  in  plain  sight  on  the  hat  or  cap. 

15.  Dogs  and  cats, — Dogs  are  not  permitted  on  Government  lands 
in  the  park,  except  that  they  may  be  transported  across  that  portion 
of  the  park  traversed  by  the  Tioga  Road  provided  they  are  kept 
under  lea^  while  within  the  confines  of  the  park. 
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Cats  are  pn^ited,  esnept  tiial  permtla  m«y  be  ]ssa«d  by  the 

fUperintendent,  in  his  discretion,  to  looal  residents  and  operatoi^s  for 
f»K^tion  against  rodents. 

16.  Dead  anirmU. — ^All  domestic  or  grazed  ammafat  that  maaf  die 
on  Government  lands  in  the  park,  at  any  tourist  camp,  or  along  any 

the  pubUc  thoroughfares  shall  be  buried  immediately  by  the 
owncar  or  p««oa  baviBg  charge  el  siieh  animate  at  least  2  feet 
neath  the  ground,  and  in  no  case  \em  than  one^foiirlh  mile  ftvm 
camp  or  thoroughfare. 

17.  Tmid  m  lr«M20.^Fed«ai3*ia^  on  tiaifai^  wh«i  aadiUe  oar  ptidi 
Animals  ai^e  pMsing  them^  shall  remain  quiet  imtil  the  animak  hava 
passed. 

Persona  traveling  on  the  trails  of  the  park^^  either  on  foot  or  on 
saddle  animals,  shall  not  make  short  cn^^  bnt  shall  conilne  them- 
aelves  to  the  main  trails. 

\%.  !JPraf^--G(mmd.^ia)  Saddle  hcoMg,  paek  traina,  and  hfom* 
drawn  vehicles  bare  right  of  way  over  motor-propelled  vehi<^  at 
all  times. 

ib)  On  aidabitt  gr^ei  Uxroughout  t^e  park  motor-dnTen  vebiciee 

shall  take  the  outer  side  of  the  road  wh^  meeting  or  passing  vehicles 
of  9ixy  kind  drawn  by  animals;  likewise,  freight,  baggage,  and  hea^ 
f^l>iyig  oui&te  ihall  t»ke  tbe  ovter  «de  oi  the  road  m  atMiU 
grades  when  meeting  or  passing  passenger  vehidea  drawn  by  uiimtls. 

(c)  Load  and  vehicle  weight  limitations  shall  be  those  prescribed 
Uim  time  to  time  by  the  Director  of  the  National  Park  Service  and 
shall  be  complied  with  by  the  operat(HB  of  aU  vehicles  wmg  park 
roads*    Schedules  showing  weight  limitations  for  different  roads  in 

ihe  park  majr  be  seen  at  the  oSice  4d  th«  si»p«riiit«uieat  and  At  the 
ranger  stations  at  the  park  Mtrances. 

(d)  All  vehicles  shall  be  equipped  with  hghts  for  night  travel.  At 
least  one  light  must  be  carried  on  the  left  front  side  of  horse-drawn 
vehicles  in  a  position  such  as  to  be  visible  from  both  lr<mt  and  rear. 

19,  Miscellaneous. — (a). Campers  and  all  others,  save  those  hold* 
ing  licenses  from  the  Director  of  the  National  Park  Service,  are  pro- 
hibited fr<mi  hiring  their  horses,  tra|)pingS|  or  vehicles  to  touisste, 
visitors^  or  other  persons  in  the  park. 

(6)  The  picking  or  removal  in  any  way  of  fruit  from  any  of  the 
orchards  in  Yosemite  Valley  is  prohibited,  except  imder  permit 
issued  by  the  superintendent, 

'(c)  All  complaints  by  tourists  and  others  as  to  service,  etc.,  ren- 
dered in  the  park  should  be  made  to  the  siiperiutendent,  in  writing, 
before  the  complainant  leaves  the  park.  Oral  complaints  will  be 
heard  daily  dufmg  office  hours* 

20.  F^MS  ftudf  fms^tim.-*-^!^^^  who  rendf*  themselves  obnox- 
ious by  disorderly  conduct  or  bad  behavior  shall  be  subjected  to  the 
|Hinwbme»t  hereinaltor  i»?escribed  for  violation  of  the  foregoing 


regulations,  or  they  may  be  summarily  removed  from  the  park  by 
the  superintendent  and  not  allowed  to  return  without  permission  in 
writing  from  the  Director  of  the  National  Park  Serviee  or  the  sisper- 
intendent  of  the  park. 

Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  foregoing  regulations  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  ghaU  be  siibjeot  to  a  fine  of  not 
more  fhan  $500  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  6  months  or  both,  and 
m  adjudged  to  pay  all  costs  of  the  proceedings. 

21.  Lost  (md  found  articles. — ^Persons  finding  lost  articles  should 
deposit  them  at  the  nearest  ranger  station,  leaving  their  own  names 
and  addresses,  so  that  if  not  claimed  by  owners  within  60  days  arti- 
cles may  be  turned  oyer  to  those  who  found  then. 

AUTOMOBILE  AND  MOTOR^CLE  REGULATIONS 

c  -  .  , 

Pursuant  to  authority  conferred  by  the  acts  of  Ooi^ress  approred 
October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  650),  and  August  25,  1916  (39  Stat.  535), 
as  amended  June  2,  1920  (41  Stat.  732),  the  following  regulations 
covering  the  admission  of  automobiles  and  motor  cycles  into  the 
Yosemite  National  Park  are  hereby  established  and  made  public: 

1.  Entrances. — ^Automobiles  and  motor  C3^cles  may  enter  and  leave 
the  park  by  any  of  the  entrances,  viz,  Tioga  Pass,  Aspen  Valley, 
Crane  Flat,  Merced  Grove,  El  Portal,  Wawona,  and  Mariposa  Grove. 

2.  Automobiles. — The  park  is  open  to  automobiles  operated  for 
{Measure,  but  not  to  those  carrying  passengers  who  are  paying,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  for  the  use  of  machines  (excepting,  however, 
automobiles  used  by  transportation  lines  operating  under  Grovem- 
ment  frandiise),  and  mj  person  operating  an  automobile  in  contra- 
Tention  of  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  may  be  deemed  guilty 
of  its  violation. 

Careful  driving  is  d^mumded  of  all  persons  usii^  the  roads. 

The  Government  is  in  no  way  responsible  for  any  kind  of  accident. 

3.  Motor  trucks. — Mptor  tmcks  are  admitted  to  the  park  under  the 
same  conditions  as  automobiles,  except  thtft  the  entrance  fee  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Director  of  the  National  Park  Service  according 
to  tonnage  capacity.  They  are  subject  to  the  same  regulations,  ex- 
cept that  trucks  of  .  more  than  .3  tons'  capacity  are  prohibited  on  any 
of  the  park  roads  other  than  the  El  Portal  Road  and  the  roads  on  the 
floor  of  Yosemite  Valley,  where  the  capacity  limit  of  5  tons  is  fixed. 

4.  Motor  cycles. — Motor  cycles  are  admitted  to  the  park  under  the 
same  conditions  as  automobiles  and  are  subject  to  the  same  regula- 
tions, as  far  as  they  are  applicable.  Automobiles  and  horse-drawn 
vehicles  shall  have  the  right  of  way  over  motor  cydes, 

5.  IntoxieaHon. — No  person  who  is  under  the  influence  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquor  and  no  person  wlio  is  addicted  to  the  use  of  narcotic  drugs 
shall  operate  (a  di'mjt,  motor  velude  of  any  kind  oa  the  paik  roads. 
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6.  Eoads;  hom^.-^The  Tioga  Roibd  is  opm  from  J«d^  15  to  Sep- 
tember'30,  Big  Oak  Flat  BosmI  f rOm  June  1  to  Nov<^ber  1,  and 

the  Wawona  Road  from  May  1  to  November  1.  Opening  d&tes  are 
approximate  only,  as  they  are  dependent  upon  snow  Cfmditions  in  thd 
high  mountain  country.  Travel  oTer  any  park  road  may  b6 
restricted  or  entirely  prohibited  when  in  the  judgement  of  the 
superintendent  road  conditions  are  unsuitable  few  travel. 

Tke  M  Portal  and  Valley  roftda  sarh  ^pBti  all  of  ikt  year,  except 
occasiofiftHy  during  the  winter,  when  the  Valley  roads  may  be  blocked 
with  snow  for  short  periods.  These  cases  are  rare,  however,  as  the 
fowli  are  dettfed  promptly  after  snow^tc^m 

Automobiles  may  enter  the  park  only  between  the  houfs  of  7  a.  m. 
and  8  p.  m.  and  leave  only  between  the  hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  9.30  p.  m. 

On  the  Big  Oak  Flat  Road  betVQsen  Gentry  (station  No.  ^)  and 
floor  of  Valley  (station  No.  1),  4  miles,  automobiles  may  go  east, 
down  grade,  only  on  odd  hours  and  may  go  west,  up  grade,  only  on 
evtsn  hours,  speed  in  no  case  to  exceed  15  miles  per  hour,  except  that 
between  the  hours  of  6  a.  m.  and  9  a.  m.  these  controls  shall  be  opened 
for  up-going  traffic  only;  shall  be  closed  entire^  to  up-going  traffic 
between  the  hours  of  8.30  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m.;  and  diall  be  ok)sed  td 
down-going  traffic  between  the  hours  <rf  9.30  p.  m.  and  9.30  a.  ni. 

Automobiles  shall  travel  between  stations  Nos.  1  and  2  on  the 
Big  Oak  Flat  Road  within  the  hour,  but  in  not  less  than  26  mintttes* 

7.  Permih. — ^The  owner  or  driver  of  each  motor  vehicle  entering 
the  park  shall  secure  a  permit  at  the  entering  ranger  station.  This 
p^mit  win  entitle  tha  permittee  to  op^i^  ^artioiilar  motor 
v«bicle  indicated  in  the  permit  over  any  or  all  <)f  the  roads  in  the  piH*k. 
It  is  good  for  the  entire  season,  expiring  on  December  31  of  the  year 
of  issue,  but  is  not  transferable  to  any  other  vishitte^  than  tibtat  to 
whaoh  originally  issued.  permit  be  ^uf^uUy  kept  so  that 
it  can  be  exhibited  to  park  rangers  on  demand.  Each  permit  shall  be 
exhibited  to  the  park  ranger  for  verification  on  exit  from  the  park.

9.  Distance  apart;  gears  and  &raites.— Automobiles  while  in  motion 
s^dl  b6  &ot  thMi  50  yards  apart,  except  ttrt  purpose  of  pi»sing, 
which  m  pmAimhU  oidy  on  comparatively  level  stretches  of  road  or 
on  slight  grades.  All  automobiles,  except  while  shifting  gears,  shall 
retain  their  gears  constantly  enmeshed.  The  drive*  of  each  auto- 
fiH^tle  will  b«  required  tid  Satisfy  the  ranger  ismiing  the  pmait  that 
all  parts  of  his  machine,  particularly  the  brakes  and  tires,  are  in 
first-class  working  order  and  capable  of  making  the  trip;  and  that 
^isfe  id  sufficient  gasoline  in  the  tank  to  rea<^  the  n^t  pla««  where 
it  may  be  obtiaia^.  Hi*  nutomobiie  shal!  carry  at  least  one  extra 
tire.  Motor  cycles  not  equipped  with  brakes  in  good  working  orddr 
are  not  permitted  to  enter  .the  park.  . 
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10.  Speeds— Auiomohikes  and  other  vehicles  shall  be  so  operated 
as  to  be  under  the  safe  control  of  the  driver  at  all  times.  THe  speed 
shall  be  kept  within  such  limits  as  may  be  necessary  to  avoid  accident. 
On  the  roads  on  the  floor  of  Yosemite  Valley  speed  not  to  exceed  30 
miles  per  hour  is  permitted  on  straight  stretches  of  open  road,  but 
speed  shall  not  exceed  20  miles  per  hour  when  passing  through  vil- 
lages or  camps,  crossing  bridges,  passing  vehicles  or  pedestrians,  at 
road  intersections,  or  rounding  curves  where  visibiUty  is  obscured. 

On  all  other  roads  in  the  park  speed  is  Umited  to  15  miles  per  hour 
on  grades  and  when  rounding  sharp  curves.  On  straight,  open 
stretches  when  no  vehicle  is  nearer  than  200  yards  speed  may  be 
increased  to  20  miles  per  hour. 

Motor  trucks  of  more  than  li^-tons'  capacity  are  limited  to  a 
speed  of  not  to  exceed  15  miles  per  hour  on  all  park  roads. 

11.  Horns. — The  horn  shall  be  sounded  on  approaching  curves  or 
stretches  of  road  concealed  for  any  considerable  distance  by  slopes, 
overhanging  trees,  or  other  obstacles,  and  before  meeting  or  passing 
other  automobiles,  motor  cycles,  riding  or  driving  animals,  or  pedes- 
trians. 

12.  Liff/its —All  automobiles  shall  be  equipped  with  head  and  tail 
li^ts,  the  headlights  to  be  of  sufficient  brilhancy  to  insure  safety  in  ^ 
driving  at  night,  and  all  lights  shall  be  kept  lighted  after  sunset 
when  automobile  is  on  the  roads.    The  use  of  spotlights  on  motor 
vehicles  while  in  motion  is  prohibited. 

13.  Muffier  evt-iy»U.~MvMer  cut-outs  shall  be  kept  closed  on 
Valley  roads  or  while  approaching  or  passing  riding  horses,  horse- 
dra\vn  vehicles,  hotels,  camps,  or  checking  stations. 

14.  Teams. — ^When  teams,  saddle  horses,  or  pack  trains  approach, 
automobiles  shall  take  the  outer  edge  of  the  roadway  regardless  of 
the  direction  in  which  they  may  be  going,  taking  care  that  sufficient 
room  is  left  on  the  inside  for  the  passage  of  vehicles  and  animals. 
Teams  hare  the  right  of  way,  and  automobiles  shall  be  backed  or 
otherwise  handled  as  may  be  necessary  so  as  to  enable  teams  to  pass 
with  safety.  In  no  case  shall  automobiles  pass  ftnimAla  on  the  road 
at  a  speed  greater  than  15  mil^  per  hour. 

15.  OvertaJcinfi  vehides. — ^Any  vehicle  traveling  slowly  upon  any 
of  the  park  roads  shall,  when  overtaken  by  a  faster  moving  motor 
vehicle  and  upon  suitable  signal  from  such  overtaking  vehicle,  give 
way  to  the  ri^t,  in  case  of  motor^riven  vehicles,  and  to  the  inside, 
or  bank  side  of  the  road,  in  case  of  horse-drawn  vehicles,  allowing 
the  overtaking  vehicle  reasonably  free  passage,  provided  the  over- 
taking vehicle  does  not  exceed  the  speed  limits  specified  lof  the  xoiid 
in  question. 

When  automobiles,  going  in  opposite  directions,  meet  on  a  grade, 
the  ascending  machine  has  right  of  way,  and  the  descending  machine 
shall  be  backed  or  otherwise  handled  as  may  be  neoessaiy  to  enable 
the  asc^ding  machine  to  pass  with  safety. 
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16.  Vehicles  entering  a  main  road  from  a  secondary  or  private 
road  shall  yield  right  of  way  to  all  main-road  travel. 

17.  Accidents;  stop-overs. — ^If,  because  o£  accident  or  stop  for  any 
reason,  automobiles  are  unable  to  keep  going,  they  shall  be  imme- 
diately parked  oflF  the  road,  or  where  this  is  impossible,  on  the  outer 
edge  of  the  road.  If  on  a  one-way  road,  the  automobile  must  wait 
where  parked  for  the  next  hour  schedule  going  in  its  direction  of 
travel.  If  for  any  reason  the  automobile  is  stopped  on  the  floor  of 
Y(»emite  Valley,  it  shall  be  parked  oil  on  the  right-hand  edge  of 
the  road. 

18.  Parldng. — Parking  of  motor  vehicles  in  Yosemite  Village, 
Camp  Cuiry,  and  Yosemite  Lodge  is  limited  to  space  provided  ior 
that  specific  purpose.  Parkii^  is  not  permitted  within  4^  confines 
of  any  lodge  or  hotel  camp  or  within  any  of  the  hotel  grounds. 

19.  Fines  and  penalties. — Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  fore- 
going regulations  shall  be  de^ed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  md  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  imprisonment  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months  or  both,  and  be  adjudged  to  pay  all  costs  of  the 
proceedings,  or  may  be  punished  by  revocation  of  the  autranobile 
permit  and  by  immediate  ejectment  from  the  park  or  by  any  com- 
bination of  these  penalties.  Such  violation  shall  be  cause  for  refusal 
to  ksue  a  new  automobile  permit  to  the  offender  without  prior  sanc- 
tion in  writing  from  the  Director  of  the  National  Park  Service  or 
the  superintendent  of  the  park. 

20.  Time. — Automobile  drivers  shall  compare  their  watches  with 
the  clocks  at  checking  stations. 

21.  Reduced  engine  power,  gasoline,  etc. — Due  to  the  high  altitude 
of  the  park  roads,  ranging  from  between  2,000  and  10,000  feet,  the 
power  of  all  automobiles  is  much  reduced.  A  leaner  mixture  of 
gasoline  and  au-  is  requiied,  but  on  account  of  reduced  engine  power 
about  50  per  cent  more  gasohne  will  be  used  per  mile  thiin  is  required 
at  lower  altitudes.  Likewise,  one  gear  lower  will  generally  have  to 
be  used  on  grades  than  would  have  to  be  used  in  other  places.  A 
further  effect  that  must  be  watched  is  the  heating  of  the  engine  on 
long  grades,  which  may  become  serious  unl^  care  is  used.  GasoUno 
can  be  purchased  at  regular  supply  stations  as  per  posted  notices. 

Motor  cycles  equipped  with  single-speed  engines  will  encounter  seri- 
ous difficulties  in  negotiating  the  heavy  mountain  grades,  and  diiveis 
ore  warned  agjinst  making  the  attempt  with  this  class  of  machine. 

22.  Garage. — In  Yosernite  Valley  automobiles  may  be  housed  at 
Camp  Curry,  Yosemite  Ixnige,  and  the  general  garage  of  the  Yo- 
semite Park  &  Curry  Co.  Complete  repair  gaiage  service  is  pro- 
vided at  the  Yosemite  Park  &  Curry  Co.  gaiage.  The  Camp  Curry 
garage  provides  a  muicn*  repair  and  adjustment  servuie. ' 
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
